Culture.—The ground for Beets should be 
rich and well spaded or plowed. In this lati- 
tude Beets are sown in April to May, and 
from the first of August to December. Some 
market-gardeners sow them every month in 
the year. Seeds should be soaked twelve hours 
before planting, as this softens the bur and al- 
lows the seed germ to prove itself much quick- ° 
er. For field culture, sow in drills 2 to 2% feet 
apart, and cover about 1 inch. Thin out to 4 
inches apart. For a small garden the drills 
need not be more than i5 inches apart.

Seeds should be sown at the rate of one ounce to 25 feet. Make a trench about three 
or four inches deep, planting the seeds in the bottom; cover one inch deep, pressing the soil 
down firmly. After the plants are well up, thin to four or five inches apart and draw the 
soil around them until the trench is filled above the level. This gives a depth to the roots,. 
preserving the moisture. Keep the ground well worked and watered.

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How to Grow Roses 


LOCATION OF BEDS.—Roses should be planted where they will be open to sunlight for 
at least half of each day. In locating beds, avoid trees, shrubbery and shady sides of 
buildings and fences. This will lesson the danger from insects and diseases. 

Soil.—Any good garden soil, which will grow good vegetables, will grow, with proper fer- 
tilization, fine Roses. The ideal soil is a clay loam of sufficient porosity to permit of ready 
drainage. 

Preparation of Beds.—The beds should not be so large that the Roses cannot be reached 
without treading among them. Long, narrow beds, with one continuous row of plants, are 
preferable. Spade the soil to a good depth, mixing in well-rotted stable manure as you do so. 
Cow manure is considered the best, though well-rotted horse manure will do. Bone meal is 
also excellent. 

Planting.—Most varieties should be planted about 2% feet apart, when the soil is in a nice, 
mellow condition. Spread the roots out well and press the soil down firmly. Plant slightly 
deeper than previously grown and give out good watering if weather is warm and dry. 

Watering.—Most people water their Roses too much. Once a week is often enough and 
that early in the morning. Keep the soil mulched or cultivated around the bushes to prevent 
baking. 

Mulching and Protection.—Only the tenderest varieties need any protection in this coun- 
try. This can best be supplied by mulching the soil around the plants with a heavy application 
of cow manure, which should be spaded in the following spring. All plants should have this 
mulching. 

Pruning.—Field-grown dormant Roses should be cut back severely when first set out. Sub- 
sequent prunings should be attended to in late winter and early spring, when all dead and weak 
growth should be removed entirely and the strong, live canes should be shortened back to one 
or two feet in length, according to the growth of the previous season. It may be accepted as 
a general rule that weak growth should be pruned severelly and strong ones sparingly. Climb- 
ing Roses should not be cut back any more than is necessary to keep the plant in a shapely 
appearance. : 

Best Time for Planting.—No question is asked more frequently than, “When is the best 
time to plant Roses?” Our dormant field-grown Roses can be planted any time that the soil 
can be worked, between October and April. Probably the best month is March. Most people 
plant in that month and with best results. Our. small greenhouse-grown Roses should not be 
planted until a month later, when the soil has warmed up with the increasing strength of the 
sun’s rays. — '

O you know the secret of growing big crops of large, luscious fruit? To be successful you | 
D must above all things, start right. Get large, strong, healthy, standard-sized stock. This | 
applies to small fruits, just as much as it does to Apple, Cherry, Peach, Pear and Plum 
Trees, etc. Our principal stocks of fruit trees, small fruits, etc., embrace only those varieties | 
which have been well proved, and can be recommended as the best now in cultivation. We can- 
not attempt to give complete directions on all points connected with tree planting, but simply 
a few hints on the more important operations. Transplanting to be considered under the follow- 
ing heads: 
1st. The Preparation of the Soil. For fruit trees soil should be dry, either natural or made | 
so by thorough drainage, as they will not live or thrive on a soil constantly saturated with 
stagnant moisture. It should also be well prepared. On new, fresh lands, manuring will be: 
unnecessary, but on land exhausted by cropping fertilizers must be applied, either by turning in 
heavy crops of clover, or well decomposed manure or compost. To insure a good growth of | 
fruit trees, land should be in as good condition as for a crop of wheat, corn or potatoes. 
2nd. The Preparation of the Trees. In regard to this important operation, there are more | 
fatal errors committed than in any other. As a general thing trees are planted in the ground | 
precisely as they are sent from the nursery. In moving a tree, no matter how carefully it may 
be done, a portion of the roots are broken and destroyed and consequently the balance that. 
existed in the structure of the tree deranged. This must be restored by proper pruning, adapted 
to the size, form and condition of the tree as follows: 

STANDARD ORCHARD TREES. These, as sent from the nursery, vary from 4 to 6 feet in 
height, with naked stems or trunks and a number of branches at the top forming a head. These 
branches should all be cut back to within three or four buds of their base. This lessens the de- 
mand upon the roots, and enables the remaining buds to push with vigor. Cut off smoothly all 
bruised or broken roots up to the sound wood. In case of older trees of extra size, the pruning 
must be in proportion; as a general thing it will be safe to shorten all the previous year’s shoots 
to three or four buds at their base, and where the branches are very numerous some may be: 
cut entirely. 

3rd. Staking. If trees are tall and much exposed to the wind, a stake should be planted with 
the tree to which it should be tied in such a manner as to avoid chafing. A piece of matting or’ 
cloth may be put between the tree and the stake. 

4th. Mulching. Wher the tree is planted, throw around it as far as the roots extend, and 
a foot beyond, five or six inches deep, rough manure or litter. This is particularly necessary in 
dry ground, and is highly advantageous everywhere, both in spring and fall planting. It pre-- 
vents the ground from baking or cracking, and maintains an equal temperature about the roots. 

5th. After-Culture. The grass should not be allowed to grow around young trees after be- 
ing planted, as it stunts their growth. The ground should be kept loose and clean around them, 
until, at least, they are of bearing size.

Strawberry Plants 


ULTIVATION. When the plants begin to spread and the roots to extend, care should be 
taken that the roots be not injured by the cultivator, and our plan is to shorten the 
cultivator teeth that run next the plants by about two inches. When thus shortened 

the teeth will still go sufficiently deep to break the crust near the plants without danger of 
cutting the roots of the plants. About two times a month we run the five-tooth cultivator 
through the center of the space between the rows, stirring the soil to a depth of four or five. 
inches. This loosens up the soil where the horse has tramped it down when doing the shallow 
cultivation. 

One very important practice you should ad” whether your last cultivation be early or 
late; be sure before stopping the work to ma’ ‘urrow four or five inches deep down the 
center of the space between the rows of plants, ~v that all surplus water from rains or melt- 
ing snows may have immediate outlet. This will prevent its settling about the crowns.

Culture—Mushrooms may be grown in cellars, under benches of greenhouses, or in sheds, 
wherever the temperature of 50 degrees can be kept up through the winter. The beds should be 
made from November to February, according to the time the Mushrooms are wanted, and it re- 
quires about two months for them to begin bearing. Secure fresh horse-manure, free from straw 
and litter, and mix an equal bulk of loam from an old pasture with it. Keep this under cover, 
taking care to turn it every day to prevent heating, until the pile is large enough to make a 
bed the required size. Three or 4 feet wide, 8 inches deep and any lengih desired are the 
proper proportions for a bed, but these may be varied. Prepare the mixture of loam and man- 
ure, making the bed in layers, and pounding down each with the back of the spade. Leave 
this to heat through for a few days, and as soon as the heat subsides to 90 degrees, make holes 
in the bed about a foot apart each way, into which put pieces of the spawn 2 or 3 inches in 
diameter; fill up the holes with the compost, and at the expiration of a week or ten days the 
spawn will have thoroughly diffused itself through the bed. Spread a layer of fresh soil over 
the heap to the depth of 2 inches and cover with 3 or 4 inches of hay, straw or litter. Ex- 
amine the bed often to see that it does not get dry. Take special care, however, when water 
‘is given, that it be at a temperature of about 100 degrees.

Formation of Lawns from Seed 


About Lawns and Lawn Grass Seeds 


rich, as a rapid growth is not wanted in grasses of a lawn; but the surface should be as 

much alike in quality as possible and thoroughly pulverized. After sowing, the ground 
should be rolled and cross rolled in order to press the seed firmly into the soil, and ten days or 
so thereafter a light application of Aabling’s Lawn Fertilizer mixed with an equal quantity of 
good loam or sand will serve to stimulate the growth of the young grasses. The best time to 
apply this is just before a rain, the idea being to have the fertilizer washed into the roots. 
The proper time to sow grass seed depends, of course, upon the local conditions. In most local- 
ities from March 15 to the middle of June is the best time, but in favorable seasons the sowing 
may be done up to July 1. Seed may also be sown in the fall, from the latter part of August to 
the end of September. The sowing should be done when the ground is moist, or before an ex- 
pected rain, and a subsequent rolling is always advisable. As to weeds in newly made lawns, 
it may not be generally known, but many weed seeds actually lie dormant in the ground for 
six or seven years and will germinate and make their appearance when the soil is turned up. 
The annual wild grasses, such as Crab or Summer grass, must be pulled up by the roots before 
they ripen their seed in Fall. This is the only sure way to rid lawns of these pests. 


a1 HE ground should be thoroughly drained and well prepared. The soil ought not to be too 


Rolling. In the spring the land should be gone over with a heavy roller. Winter frosts 
loosen the soil, and rolling is necessary to compress it again. Roll frequently. 


Mowing. All turf-forming grasses are improved, both in vigor of root-growth and in fine 
ness of texture, by frequent mowings. It is impossible to say just how often the grass should be 
mown, as that depends upon the rate at which it grows. Too close cutting should be guarded 
against, however, especially during the hot summer months, when the roots require some top- 
growths to protect them from the burning sun A good top-growth is also necessary to protect 
the roots from severe winter frosts. 


It is a good plan to sow on good land, in any out-of-the-way place, strips of sod to be used 
for patching poor parts of the lawn, or for grass borders, etc.

Strawberries, Hills, 36 by 18 inches. 
Strawberries, Matted Rows, 48 by 12 inches. 
Sweet Potatoes, 2 feet by 3 to 4 feet. 
Tomato, 4 feet by 4 to 5 feet.
